5 da;£, 22 boors and 4 nuances, not 
duly creates a new record oil the aoath 
amptan route, but timashtf all maideu 
reoordi on auy route, aad imperils the 
supremacy of the Cuuaxders Lacania 
and Campania as mistresses ot the 
peaceful seas of commerce. 


Her run of 564 knots, completed on 


the last day of the trip, exceeds by two 
knots the best westward daily run a 
the Canarder Lncania. This clearly in 
diubtes that it '.vill sot lx> long l^fuit 
the Lucauia will be a back number. 


The Kaiser covered 3,050 knots at an 


average hourly speed of 31.89 knots. 
There are bigger averages than that, 
bat this was only a maiden trip. 


On her magnificent day's ran of 504 


knots the Kaiser made an average of 
nearly 23 knot? an boor, which is what 
her builders think she can sustain fur a 
whole Toyage. This means that she will 
beat the Lacania by about a knot au 
Iiour on a voyage, and that she will re- 
duce the time from Southampton to five 
days and a half. She developed 30,000 
horsepower on the trip, and her average 
daily consumption of coal was 500 toss. 


Her steam pressure to the square inch 


was 1S6 pounds, and the average ie"o- 
Intioc of her screws was 77 to the miL.- 
vte. At certain hoars on the trip the 
steam pressure was a trifle higher and 
the revolution of her propellers faster. 
That was notably so daring the lasfe 
eight hours, when her average speed 
was 23^ knots. She was bounding for 
home base then, and the engineer repre- 
senting her builders, who was bossing 
the trip down in the business part of 
the ship, knew what was expected of 
him. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosae is 


•the largest steamship that has been 
launched since the colossal Great East- 
era left the-ways. She is 648 feet long, 
or 31 feet shorter than the Great East- 
era, and she measures 14,000 tons gross. 
The Great Eastern was only a single 
screw, and she made a freighter's time 
of about 13 knots. Nobody can tell yet 
Hie possibilities of the great German 
3ier, which has already traveled at the 
rate of more than 22 knots, bnt that 
she will do somewhat better than the 
Qampania and Lvcania there is little 
doubt in the minds of her owners. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse is 


die only liner with four funnels that 
las ever been in this or any other port 
These are her dimensions: Length over 
all, 648 feet; beam, 66 feet; depth, 43 
feet; tonnage, 14,000, and displace- 
ment. 20,000 tons. She has bilge keels 
on both sides of her hall, by whch her 
endency to roll is checked. The violent 
vibrations so often created by great en- 
gine power on ocean steamers will not 
K felt on her, as the engines are bal- 
anced by the Schlick system, by which 
ihe ap and down motion of the ponder- 
ros masses is compensated, and the 
leaving motion of the engines so dis- 
agreeable to passengers and injurious to 
the vessel herself will be avoided. 


The ship is divided into 1C transverse 


ralkheads, all extending to the upper 
deck, and by one iongitndinal bulkhead 
in the engine room into 18 water tight 
compartments, so that even should thiee 
compartments fill the vessel could not 
sink. The four gronps of boilers are 
each placed in a separate water tight 
compartment entirely divided from the 
others, so that in case of a collision the 
vessel would nf^er be without steam to 
work her main engines or her pumps. 
This feature is an improvomeut on any- 
hing that has ever been attempted in 
this direction on passenger steamer!,.

Patent Cow For Hunters. 


A Nebraska man has invented a pat- 


ent cow for hunters. 
The invention 


presents the perfect outward semblance 
of a most peaceable and amiable cow, 
bnt the fore legs and hind legs aro in fact 
the two pairs of legs of two men. They 
are armed with guns and have a plenti- 
ful supply of ammunition. The patent 
cow moves along like an ordinary harm- 
loss animal until it is in the midst of a 
lot of birds, when it conies open and 
the two men inside blaze away. Formed 
in the sides of the frame, at suitable 
points, are windows or openings pro- 
tected by outward swinging flap blinds, 
and through these windows the sports- 
man in the rear may discharge his 
fowling piece when the game has been 
successfully stalked. For the firing of 
the hunter in the front of the decoy 
there ia provided a downward swinging 
portion, which includes (ho head and

Besides the ordinary methods of 
cleaning granaries, it is a goo:! idea to 
close them up tight aud evaporate car-

Another class of vermin to be guard- 


ed against is rats and mice, and special 
precautions to this end should be taken 
in constructing the place of storage. It 
is much better to have it at some little 
distance from other buildings, raised 
from tho ground on posts, the tops of 
| the posts being covered with inverted 
pans made of galvanized sheet mm in 
order to prevent the rats climbing in. 
Doors should close quite tight, and any 
openings that aro left for ventilation 
should be cove-rcd with fine gauze to 
keep out the weevil insect and tho moth. 
It is worth while to pay a good deal of 
attention to tho details of storage, for it 
is always attended with soinu waste, 
aud the waste may bo easily largo if 
done carelessly. 


After the grain has been stored it 


should be examined occasionally in or- 
der to see whether it is being attacked 
by any destructive insect which may 
have gained access to the granary in 
spite of the precautions taken. If any 
of these pests are found, an immediate 
application of bisulphide of carbon is 
the proper remedy. Nevej use this rem- 
edy, however, without remembering 
the inflammability of its gases. No ar- 
tificial light or fire of any kind should 
be permitted where it is being used. 
and its fumes, if inhaled, are quite poi- 
sonous.

ney general of Utah, the newest ot 
the states and the one in which some 
of the most serious problems of leg 
ielation are to be considered, gets 
only $1.500. 
The attorney general 


of isouth Dakota, likewise a new 
state, gets $1,000, hut Texas is lib- 
eral with her official lawyer and 
pays him $4.000. The attorney gen- 
eral in Washington state gets $2,000 
and in Montana $3,000. 
In some 


states, Illinois and Mississippi among 
them, the attorney general gets only 
fees. 
In Indiana the salary of the 


attorney general is $2,;"00, but in 
Ohio, one of the wealthiest states 
and one 111 which there is almost 
constant onicial litigation, the salary 
of tbe attorney general :s $2,000. 


It is an almost general rule 


throughout tho country that attor- 
neys genera! get half as much as 
congressmen, though the service of 
the congressmen is rendered during 
only a portion of each year, where- 
as the attorney general serves all 
the year. On the other hand, an at- 
torney general who is alert nnd suc- 
cessful gains opportunities of subse-

Perhaps the moat disgusted lot of 


poUUclaoa who ever submitted to in- 
glorious defeat are the Forakerltea of

throughout the county, and that they 
did not intend to let the Foraker 
people have even a smell ot the good 
things which the Republican pie 
counter contained. And the Fora- 
kerites, while they hoped it might 
not be true, felt that it waa very 
probable that the claims of the 
Hannaitea were only too well founded. 


When the fatal telegram arrived, 


•battering the Foraker hopes and an- 
nouncing the success of the Hanna 
people, the defeated crowd received 
it with proper humility and at onee 
abandoned all hopes of being recog 
nized again in things political. The 
leaders advised their organ to hoist 
the enemy's ticket sad tbe names of 
persons so odious to the Forakerltea 
will now stare them to the 'ace until 
election time.

The 
victorious Hannaites now insist that 
no one has a ghost of a chance for 
any of the offices unless they are 
time-tried and fire-tested admirers 
and henchmen of Marcus the Fat.

lie aa stating why he turned down 
the Foraker ticket, had not arrived.
